BILLS PASSED IN THE SENATE 


Consideration of the General Pen- 


sion Hill Kesumed in 


the Houae. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—Several minor 


bills were passed at the opening of the 
senate today. Prior to taking up the 
Indian appropriation bill, Mr. Call aeked 
for an agreement by whicft the Benate 
would take up his resolution directing 
the President to dispatch a naval force 
to Cuba for the protection of American 
interests, bat on appeals not to inter- 
rupt the Indian bill ho withdrew, elat- 
ing that lie would call up his resolution 
later. 


The Indian hill was then taken up, 


the 
question 
being on Mr. Platt'a 


amendment extending the services of 
the Dawea committee with a view to the 
making oi a roll of the Cherokee and In- 
dian nations. The committee is given 
directions toward terminating the tribal 
relations of the Indiana and dividing 
their lauds in severally. 


The debate was protracted. In the 


course of it Mr. Vest, Democrat of Mis- 
souri, spoke of the changes in thelndian 
territory as constituting a national pest 
house and & nuisance, a barbor of. refuse 
for criminals, depreciating property in 
adjoining states one-third. 


Mr. Jones, Democrat of Arkansas, 


spoke vehemently against the rule of 
crime and outrage in the Indian coun- 
try, and appealed to tho senate to put 
an end to it by thia reformatory amend- 
ment. 


Mr. Batec, Democrat of Tennessee, on 


the other hand apoke of the "hummers, 
land grabbers and thieves seeking to rob 
the Indiana, who would be gh 
powers by this amendment."

DECISION OF THE CONFERENCE 


Young Valentine Brown Assaults 


Dr. McLean at the Close of 


the Meeting. 


SAX 
fico, April 21.— Rev. 0. O. 


Mr. Plait declared that nowhere in 


Russia, Armenia or Cuba, more brutal 
and savage conditions exist than in this 
Indian country. Five hundred white 
men, masquerading aa Indiana, had 
seized the property and the government 
of the Indiana, making the experiment 
of Indian self government a failure. 
The money approriationa for these In- 
dians was used in hiring lobbyists to 
send here and prevent legislation. Mr. 
Piatt aaid that he had never during hia 
equatorial service known of the use of 
BO much money on lobbyists to defeat 
legislation. It waa time congress put an 
end to this foul blot and disgrace on our 
national honor. After further debate 
the presiding officer ruled the entire 
amendment out.

The Indian appropriation bill, as 


thua amended, waa then pasaed. 


The sundry civil appropriation bill 


was then taken up with, tha agreement 
that it should not displace, except tem- 
porarily, the bond resolution. 


Messrs. Petti^rew, Teller and Cock- 


rell were named aa conferees on the In- 
dian bill. 
, 
Bills were passed for an additional 


circuit judge in the sixth judicial cir- 
cuit; appropriating $500,000 for a pub- 
lic building at Salt Lake city, and $188;- 
000 for a public building at Ogden, 
Utah; for the disposal of the aban- 
doned Fort Shaw military roaervation, 
Montana, under the homstead and min- 
ing laws. 
At 6 o'clock the senate went into ex- 


ecutive eeasion, and soon after ad- 


Brown appeared before the Bay Con- 
ference o! Congregational ministers and 
laymen today to defend hiiueelf. A 
resolution was introduced declaring that 
Brown ehoula be indefinitely suspended 
from the conference until he had proven 
himself innocent of tbe charge of im- 
morality and unministerial conduct on 
which be was tried and partially ac- 
quitted by the Congregational council a 
few weeks ago. 


Deacon Brown took the platform. He 


B*aid that public sentiment must not in- 
terfere with the deliberations of the 
church, for in this case the public waa 
not the judge. Tbe council had found 
that there was not sufficient evidence to 
convict Dr. Brown, aud wanted to know 
how a conviction was to be had now, 
when there was no new evidence. 


Dr. J. L. McLean, followed in a severe 


arraignment of the accused pastor. He 
said that he could deliver himself of all 
that he had to say in twelve minutes or 
in 
thirty niioutea. The conference 


granted to him and Dr. Brown unlim- 
ited time in which to speak. 


Dr. McLean said : "I went into tho 


conn oil, of which I bad the honor to be 
moderator, with tlie thought that Dr. 
Brown would bo acquitted of the charges 
against him. As the trial went on a 
sickening feeling crept into my heart, 
and as the evidence continued it grew 
and • grew and grew, until it seemed 
coiled about my heart like some black 
and damning serpent. The proceedings 
today are a logical sequel of the work of 
the council. 
That council waa not 


called to judge of the innocence or tho 
guilt of Dr. Brown. It wag formed to 
inquire into the charges and to report 
to the church. Wo found'that the gross- 
est charges were not substantiated by 
the evidence, nor were they disproved 
by the evidence. 
"There were many doubts generated 


there; not by our actions, but the evi- 
dence of Dr. Brown, and by the disap- 
pearance of the witness who could have 
thrown considerable light, on the sub- 
, 


jects. The finding of tbe council left 
three grave doubts. The disappearance 
of Mrs. Tunnell certainly looked as if it 
had been connived at in the houue of 
Dr. Brown. We gave him tbe benefit of 
every doubt, and extended the mantle 
.of charity as far as possible. 
. "The findings of the council have been 
before the public for a month. They 
leave a grave doubt of suspicion on Dr. 
Brown, and that was what was intend- 
ed. The members of the, council said 
that doubt overhung their minds re- 
lyment of money to Mra.

Did not thia look as 
if there were something that he wag 
afraid would come to the light of day? 


"The council gave him the benefit of 


the doubt, mixed with charity. The 
ministers extended to him mercy. Their 
friends were garnished with too many 
pearls, and the pearls were thrown 
where it has been aaid pearls should 
never be thrown. The thanks we re- 
ceived for our work has been character- 
istic in this respect. 
"The suspension, of Dr. Brown would 


be a withdrawal of our confidence in 
him. but it would be right and not un- 
usual in Hnch a case. It is a sad thing 
to see a man's career so checked, but 
all this business has been wry painful. 
While this condemnation is very severe 
it is no more-severe than the findings of 
the council warrant." 


Dr. L. L. Worts almost created a sen- 


sation. He aaid that he did not know 
whether or not Dr. Brown waa guilty,

The audience waa then dismissed and 


the resolution waa adopted by a vote of 
49 to 32. The moderator announced the 
suspension of Dr. Brown and the con- 
ference adjourned. 
Tn a short time Dr. and MrB. Brown 


were surrounded by slumber of sympa- 
thizers in the body of the church who 
made 'ind promises to support him in 
the fi *ure. Nearly all the delegates had 
retired, when suddenly there waa an ex- 
citing acene in one corner of the church. 


The Kev. J. K. McLean, who waa 


moderator at the late ecclesiastical coun- 
cil, was a little late in leaving the body 
of the church.

nedy, sheriff of Dallas county, Ala., 
itoppod out with a double-barreled 
shotgun and opened tire upon two 
brothers, Percy and Mardis Wood, both 
citizens of Selma. When the brothers 
saw Kennedy they ran for places of 
safety, but before this could bo reached, 
Kennedy shot Percy Wood, inflicting a 
fatal wound. 


Mardia Wood £drew his pistol and 


firad at Kennedy five times without 
effect. 
Kennedy reloaded his giin 


twice, firing in all ais: allots at Mardia 
Wood, shattering his right shoulder and 
breaking his left arm. 


The trouble grew out of relations said 


to exist between aiardta Wood and tho 
wife of Kennedy, all parties being resi- 
dents of Selma. Wood came here to at- 
tend the meeting of the Democratic 
executive committee, of which he ia a 
member. Kennedy, it is said, learned 
that Wood waa here and came over 
from Selma to kill him. 


Mardis Wood has been for forty years 


a prominent figure in politics, and two 
years ago was the nominee of the Demo- 
cratic party in tho fourth district for 
congress, but withdrew before tbe elec- 
tion and Gaston .Bobbins, recently un- 
seated, took hia place. Kennedy is in 
jail here.

THE JACKSON TRIAL. 


Evidence That the Body Found is 


That of Pearl Bryan. 


CINCINNATI, April 22.— The trial of 


Scott Jackson, charged with murdering 
Pearl Bryan, moved in a gallop todaj. 
Six witnesses were examined in the 
forenoon and four in the afternoon. The 
purpose of the examination in the fore- 
noon was to establish the identity of the 
headless body found near Fort Thomas 
as that of Pearl Bryan and to prove 
that she waa murdered at the very spot 
where she was found. The identity of 
the body was atrikingly proven by the 
abundant evidence that the bloody 
check dress waa Pearl Bryan's, also the 
shoes, the stockings, tho hat and tho 
blood-stained underwear. Expert testi- 
mony of Coroner Tingley, Suiyeond Ca- 
rothers and Joe Jenkins was introduced 
to prove by the condition of the body as 
they found it that the killing waa done 
juat where the body waa found and that 
the health of the victim waa perfect.

Mr. Mitchell, Republicn of Oregon, 


was then recognized for a speech in sup- 
port of the bill extending the present 
law pensioning veterans of Indian wars 
so an to include the survivors of tha 
Georgia and Florida Semiuole wars, the 
Fever river Indian war of Illinois, the 
Sablno Indian disturbance, the Cayuse 
Indian war, and the various Indian wars 
in Texas, New Mexico and California, 
Utah, Washington and Oregou men- 
tioned in the bill. Mr. Mitchell ap- 
pealed to the senate in the name of 
common humanity and justice to pass 
the bill at once. 


Mr. Gray, Democrat of Delaware, ob- 


jected to going on with the bill, saying 
he wanted more light on some of these 
Indian wars. The hill went back to the 
calendar. 


Consideration of tho Indian appro- 


priation bill was then resumed. Mr. 
Cockrelt, speaking in support of hia 
amendment to allow two years fur the 
change from sectarian and government 
Indian schools. 


Mr.-Allen, Populist of Nebraska, dep- 


recated sectarian bigotry. - He said

home consumption already in eight, it

whether he is'or not. There may be no 
statutory law to justify such a killing, 
jut there is a moral law which every 
louorable person recognizes—the law 
which says to a man, Toou shalt not 
promise to love and honor the weaker 
woman, only to curse her by neglect 
and &in her life by brutality. John F. 
Martin violated that law, and he is bet- 
ter out of the world than in it. And, 
for the rest, now may a Little sunshine 
come to the woman whose life could 
only have been a long-drawn agony 
while he lived. It is tho murder that 
lasts through years of anguish that 
infinitely the worst murder. 


Of course the state supreme court has 


decided that the law compelling barbers 
to close their shops on Sunday after- 
noons is unconstitutional. Whenever 
tho question came before it it was bound 
to decide that way; it -could do nothing 
else, aud even a legislator should have 
recognized the fact. What right has the 
law to say to Citizen Brown, "You may 
not work on Sunday afternoon," while 
it lets Citizen Jones do as it pleases? It 
baa none whatever, nor does the fact that 
tbe barbers themselves wanted such a 
law change tho status of the, case. If 
Lhe members of toe tousorial profession 
bave not the small judgment required to 
take at least a half day's rest in a week, 
let them pay the penalty or get into a 
jailing where common sense is not a 
lost faculty. At any rate, it id well that 
the supreme court has informed them 
that only inmates of asylums are grant- 
ed special privileges of protection againat 
themselves.

on the Church canal, three miles from 
where the water ifl diverted from Kings 
river above Centerville, was blown out 
by dynamite by unknown parties last 
Saturday night.

As a cunseqnence of the ex- 
plosion a large tract of land was flooded 
in the vicinity of the bulkhead, the 
canal being unable to carry the volume 
of water turned into it. 


Yesterday the bulkhead was repaired, 


and the water, wmch had been shut off 
at tbe river in order to make the re- 
pairs, will be turned down the regular 
channels again.

Large Heat Deficiencies Reported 


From all Parts of the 


State. 


AX THAKCISCO, April 20.—Telegrams 


received in this city tonicht show that 
heavy froats last night did much dam- 
age to fruit. In many cases the damage 
ia said to be eo great that the crop will 
not be picked. The damage is eaid to 
have been the heaviest on the low lands, 
although fruit on ihe higher levels suf- 
fered severely. 


The following telegrams show the es • 


tent of the damage: 


Woodland—Tbe heavy frost of Satur- 


day night was followed by another 
equally destructive on Sunday night. Tn 
both instances they were preceded by 
light showers, and as a result losses 
which will aggregate many thousands of 
dollars have been indicted upon the 
fruit growers and viticulturists of Yolo 
county. There are a great many con- 
flicting rumors, but all agree that the 
damage haa been very heavy. The only 
difference of opinion is as to the extent 
of the loss. 


A telephone message from L. J. De< 


pue at the Yolo orchard says the almond 
and apricot crops are probably not seri- 
ously damaged, but the peach and prune 
crops will be nearly a total loss. 


Telephone communication extends no 


further up Capay Valley than to Gapay. 
The general opinion is that the damage 
to both fruit and vegetables in Capay 
Valley haa been very heavy. 


Winters advices are that nearly every- 


thing in tbe fruit and vegetable line in 
tbe district eput of Winters has been 
killed. West of town the damage is not 
HO bad. 


The Pleasant Valley reports are also 


very discouraging. The weather that 
followed tbe ebowere was freezing cold 
and tbia canned more damage than the 
frOBt. 
At Knights Landing beans, potatoes 


and (jrapea have "suffered severely ex- 
cept in a~few fields where they were 
sheltered by the favorable location ol 
groves. The froats ou Saturday and 
Sunday nights were the heaviest known 
for some time past. 


SflnJoae—The third killing frost of 


the season did a large amount of damage 
to fruit in this valley last night. Apri- 
cots and pnaches were again damaged, 
but the prune crop seems generally to 
have escaped datniigo. 


Healdshurg—This section was visited 


by a most disastrous froat last night, 
and reports coming to hand today show 
that vineyards on the low lands have 
boon badly damaged. The hill vine- 
yards escaped material injury. 


Walnut Creek—Almost every vine5- 


yard in tbia vicinity baa turned black 
from the heavy frost last night. Cher- 
ries and apricots have suffered and are 
falling off. 
The grain crop looks to be

ature there were large heat deficiencies 
shown at ail points aa follows:

Angeles 8, Red Bluff 12, Sacramento 8, 
San Francisco 4, and Sau Diego 5. 


The very large heat deficiency accom- 


panied by fronts in all portions of the 
State has acted very detrimental to all 
crops by retarding the growth of grain 
and hay and by injuring a vast amount 
of fruit throughout the State. 
The

otbera only report the damage alight. 


There ia a certainty that the trait crop 


has been very greatly lessened by the 
frosts of the past week. The lowest 
temperature reported 
waa at Jolon, 


Monterey county, where it was repre- 
sented to have fallen to 26 degrees, 
which is 6 degrees below tne freezing 
point and where considerable ice was 
formed. 


Some of the raisin grapes were totally 


destroyed by the severe froats; many 
vineyards wete caved by the timely 
warnings sent out by Forecast Officer 
Hammon from, San Francisco and where 
the vineyardista resorted to smudging to 
aave and protect their vineyards. 
••4The high, drying winds in the San 
Joaquin valley and In Southern Califor- 
nia baa sucked the moisture from the 
ground, thereby injuring the grain and 
hav prospects. 
If favorable weather ifi experienced 
the coming week ifc will no doubt bring 
along tne cropfl of all.kiuda to that ex- 
tent that it will be a surprise even to a 
native son of the Golden West, and will 
be a wonderment in the eye§ of visitors 
from the east.

WiSnlSGTOX, April 17.—The debate 


on the bond resolution proceeded in tbe 
senate today, Mr. Hill continuing in op- 
position his speech which was not com- 
pleted.

"That bill," he went on, "as conceded 


by its friends and enemies, does not prfr- 
dnce enough revenne to meet the ex- 
penses of the government. I wish my 
party had framed a bill so fair, so reason- 
able, so conservative that no question 
could have been raised aa to raising rev- 
enue. It had been better if extreme 
councils had not prevailed then, as they 
are trying to prevail now." 
Mr. Hill declared that with revenues 


insufficient to meet government expen- 
ses, bonds were imperative. Certainly 
then the Democratic party should at 
least defend the course of the President 
and the secretary of the treasury in issu- 
ing bonds. It was not for the Demo- 
cratic party to join the Populist and 
Republican senators again? t bond issues. 


When, at one point Mr. Hill was in- 


terrupted by the remark of Mr. Allen 
that the Democratic party was dead, tbe 
Now York senator paid a glowing trl- 
bnte to bis party, declaring that it 
would live on to uphold principles re- 
gardless oi the action of a few misguided 
men. The senator declared that if this 
investigation was made tbe administra- 
tion would emerge from it without stain 
and to the discomfiture of those who 
voted for the investigation.

Information, 
coming from the country around makes i 
it certain that the natives are preparing 
an offensive movement against this \ 
place. The number of Matabelea re- 
ported gathering at points near by is 
sufficient to appall tbe hearts of even 
experienced fighters. There is a dread 
in the minds of many that the place is 
in danger of being overwhelmed by a 
rush of hordes of Matabelea, and the 
inhabitants put to a wholesale massacre. 


The fear of treachery ia added to the 


apprehension of overwhelming numbers. 
Many indications point to a connivance 
with tbe war parties of euppoeed friendly 
natives. There are many of the latter 
in the town itself, and no white man 
feels sure how far he cantruat hie dusky 
associates or servants. 


On Wednesday evening three Dntch 


scouts were sent out from here to secure 
some definite and accurate information 
of the position and movements of the 
natives. What they have louod has 
served little to relieve the anxiety and 
susoense. They report that the Mata- 
belea are gathered like ants in a hill 
on the Umuusa river, only six miles 
north of here. Tnat some treacherous 
jlot is being concocted ia indicated by 
:he fact that native women are secret- 
ing European clothen. The native men 
on the Veldt wear the native coatume, 
while moat of those in Buluwayo wear 
clothes approaching tho European fash- 
ion. By attiring the native warriora in 
European 
garments the 
Mdtabeles 


hope they will be allowed to enter tbe 
town unquestioned. 


A. Matabele boy has also been caught 


stealing the badges and the pnggarie be- 
longing to the Rhodesia Horse, and it is 
believed that it was intended to use 
these lor the purpose of disguise to fur- 
ther some treacherous project for taking 
Buluwayo at a disadvantage and killing 
the inhabitants. It is plainly noticeable 
that tbe nativea in the town are becom 
ing aB thick as bees. In ordinary timei 
tbo natives come and go in town withou 
attracting attention. The native popu 
lation is at all times a shifting one and r 
larger number of the men that make i 
up are not known individually to tb 
white people of the town or to the au 
thorities. The fact that tbe nativea in 
the town live apart from the white 
adds to the difficulty of identifying thoa 
who belong in the town.

than in the hostile men, who it is be- 
lieved, are surreptitiously beiuR in- 
duced to aid from within whon an at- 
tack shall be made from without.

Wiley J. Tinnin, a leading attorney of 


Fresno, who was surveyor of tho port of 
San Francisco during the first Cleveland 
adai'nigtration, is a guest nt the Grand. 
'There are some people—men of means 
—considering tho great minaret iron 
deposits lying in the Yoaemite natural 
park reservation with a view to di—1— 
ing them," he said yesterday. ' 
require millions to do this, but the re- 
eulta will'be of almost incalculable ben- 
efit to the state, Tbe mines, of which 
there are eighty locations, are in Fresno 
and Madera counties, on the headwaters 
of the San Joaquin, up in the moan- 
tains about eighty miles northeast of 
the city of Fresno, They are on the 
Yoaemite reservation, but a large part 
of the iron was taken up before the res- 
ervation was declared, and these, being 
prior rights', have to be recognized by 
the srovernment. 


"The mining land which was not lo- 


cated tho people are, of course, deniec 
the right to proapect or uae. 


"These iron mines contain slmos 


every combination of iron ore, some o 
it especially adapted for making steel 
In addition there are many claims tha; 
contain nearly all the minerals mince 
on this coast—gold, silver, copper, bis- , 
mnth, platina and lead. 
I 


"The mines located embrace an area 


of about eight square miles, and there is 
on or near them any amount of water 
oower and timber for working them. 
There is also near by a' favorable route 
for a railroad over the Sierras. So far aa 
building up the iron industry goes, it 
must be done in connection with a rail- 
road. It will require millions of money 
to open and develop tho properties, bnt 
the fact that they are all under the con- 
trol of one man will be a great advantage 
in securing capital. 
. 


"It will only be a question of time 


when that will be the greatest single in- 
dustry in the state. It would take cen- 
turies to remove the iron ore already in 
sight. Great masses of it stand up on 
the mountains above the surrounding 
country to heights of from 1200 to 1500 
feet.

scientific portion of the financial system 
which we propose to capture aud which 
will BOt our industries free and inaugur- 
ate an era of continuoua prosperity. We 
will grow and increase as time "moves 
on. We will commence without debt 
and create no debts; and be able to do a 
larger and larger business as time moves 
on. At first we may not be able to 
handle all tho produce 
our mem- 


hers can brine us. Time will right 
that difficulty, when we dhall have per- 
fected onr arrangements to handle it 
all. Our members consist of all who 
desire to nnite with us, without regard 
to party affiliations; and we hope to 
keep upon pleasant terms with all mer- 
chants by fair treatment to them, which 
we hope to have extended to us. Our 
desire is to live and let live; to give em- 
ployment to the laborer; utilize, the 
skill of the carpenter, mason, painter 
and shoemaker, and keep all industries 
of the county in motion by co-operation 
through the labor exchange. 


Since writing tbe above I mentioned

to tradea unions has just occurred. Th 
newspapers, of course, have let it pas 
with as little mention as may be, fo 
the newspapers pay wage-earners tb 
compliment of considering them malig 
cant fools who will resent just criti 
clam as hotly as th'oy would the assault 
of enmity. To discuss in print anything 
relating to the tradea unions is deemet 
in newspaper oflicea aa profitless and 
dangerous as to meddle editorially with 
the war between the A.P.A. and thi 
Catholic church. The firat care of the 
San Francisco journalist ie for Ilia 
paper's subscription list, and on busi 
nees principles he is justified. Augus 
Uinrichs, the leader of tbe Baldwin 
Theater's orchestra, an accomplishec 
musician, had a pupil oa the violin 
whose talent he respected and whose 
progress he desired. So he gave this 
pupil a chair in tbe orchestra and lei 
him -play gratuitously for practice. No 
one was displeased and no one was pre- 
vented from getting employment, but 
for the offense Mr. Hinricba haa been 
dUBpsnded for six months by the Mu- 
sician's union. He has laid down his 
baton and must take an enforced vaca- 
tion for a full half year. At the very 
worst hia breach of union rulea waa un- 
intentional and technical. There was a 
general expectation that the Baldwin 
management would resent this dull and 
impudent outrage by upholding Mr. 
Hinrichs and defying the union. The 
Baldwin theater has nothing to fear 
from tho trades unions since few of ita 
patrons are workingmen, but the Cali- 
fornia theater is an adjunct of the Bald- 
win, and tbe California is a cheap house 
•which might be hurt a little, and the 
management has submitted. Of course 
a union governed with ao little regard 
for justice is sure to go down when tho 
victims of ita mean oppression find the 
strength and courage to fight. Then 
there will be au appeal to tbe pub- 
lic in behalf ol oppressed labor, and 
any 
one 
who rises 
to say that 


objection 
to 
tyranny 
is 
not the 


same thing aa to question the right* 
fulness of government will be hooted as 
a foe of the workingman. Conduct like 
that of the Musicians' Union doea im- 
measurably more harm to organized 
labor than all its extraneous enemies. 
Not only those who suffer directly by 
the abuse of power, but the rational 
men in the unions are angered. The 
stage carpenters would bo glad to be re- 
lieved of union protection, and so would 
the musicians who prefer to regard 
themselves aa artists rather than as arti- 
zans. Mr. Bouvier of the Baldwin told 
meyesterday-of how an employer con 
occasionally make union rules work 
both way. "We paid our head carpen- 
ter {35 a week," he said, "and never 
had any'tronble. One day I told him 
to do a little something up in the flies 
that was not strictly hi the carpentering 
line. It embarrassed him to tell me 
that he couldn't do it. 'Why not?' I 
asked, for he was an obliging fellow. 
'Well,' he said, 'I've joined the union 
and it'd be against the rules.' 'All 
right,' I replied. And union rules go. 
Hereafter your salary will be $25 a week 
—that's permitted by the union scale." 


Speaking of theater reminds me of 


some things .uttered about San Francisco 
by an actor who returned here last week 
after an absence of several years. "How 
delightful it is to be back again," he 
Raid to me. "There's no sunshine like 
California sunshine, and I know of no 
city in the whole country that'a ao 
pleasant aa ulu 'Frisco. What a charm- 
ing town it is, ao agreeably slow! Now 
take New York, and Chicago's just as 
bad. A 'Frisco friend that I met the 
other day ID the Hoffman house told me 
that he couldn't bear

'Everybody hero,' he said, 'seems to 
have eome,hody sick at home and to bo 
out running for a doctor.1 That's the

live. They understand the folly of har- 
ry, tbe stupidity of too much work. I 
took a walk along Kearny and Market 
todav and was struck by the great nnui- 
of men who seemed to be doing nothing, 
aiid not wanting to do anything, sensi- 
ble fellowu. Before every saloon and 
every cigar stand there was from half a 
dozen to adosen loungers, calm, pretty 
well dressed, with their hands in their 
packets and almost dozing with content- 
ment. It's the climate, the blessed cli- 
mate, T guess. And those who have 
something to do don't man. along, but 
take an interest in what's going on 
around them. Wnen I've made my pile 
I'm coming out here to settle. I sup- 
pose business men, thw money-spinners, 
would like to have 'Frisco be the same 
as other cities, in a fever of industry 
and haste, bnt this slowness ia beauti- 
ful to me. It's just poetic, and a better 
place for a man to ait down and end his 
days don't exist on tho continent,unless 
it may be in the Spanish part of it. 
'Friaco is lovely. The eastern man, I 
suppose, gets the idea when he comes 
here, out of the clatter and clink, that 
somebody important is dead, but there's 
nothing funereal about the repose when 
you understand it and get used to it. 
And it's a good show town, tooft I don't 
know where the money can come from, 
but they're tbe kind of people who'd 
rather go hungry than not be amused— 
the same as tbe old Greeks and tbe mod- 
ern Mexicans. I'm simply charmed." 


But if the artist is charmed business 


men, naturally, are not. Trade ia very, 
very dnll in San Francisco. It does not 
revive, in spite of tbe prophets. Ask a 
real estate man about the times and the 
haggard look he gives jou would be 
enough without hia curses. Yet the 
real estate man, lite tbe merchant, is 
himself partly to blame. It is tho San 
Francisco habit to expect help to come 
from tbe outside and to do nothing your- 
self. There is next to m> sale for real 
estate, and owners and agents ait aronnd 
and growl about the "absence of move- 
ment," bat it does not occur to them to 
create ft movement by bringing prices 
down to fit tbe hard times. Land ia a 
little lower than it has been bnt values 
remain out of all real proportion to the 
condition of the city, present or imme- 
diately prospective. Set out to buy a 
lot on which to build a modest home— 
such a home as a salaried man can hope 
to pay for by from three to five years' 
saving, and that space out of a man's 
life ia a pretty good price for a wigwam 
—and you will loam how robber-high 
land ia. A shave of one-third all round 
would tie a reaonable cut. Then peo- 
ple would buy and build, and others 
would dare to buy in the hope of mak- 
ing a few dollars presently by Getting 
again. .Rents have been'reduced within 
the past three yearc, but not ranch. The 
thousands of vacant data and honeea 
have compelled the landlords to abate 
a little.

In 
mt case they will have considerable 
ower hi shaping the course of Demo- 
ratic politica for tbe county, 
gome of the Democrats who never fail 


p get into harnesa when a pull is necea- 
ary, are inclined to think that the urea- 
nt central committee should not have 
one BO far aa to arrange for the nomina- 
on of a county ticket. That ahould 
ave been left for the new central com- 
littee, which will be appointed here- 
:ter. They argue that it. waa all right 
.1 arrange for the appointment of dele- 
tes to the state convention. But it is 
ffercnt with the nomination of county 
fficers. 
The new committee will have to man- 
;e the campaign, and some of the 
emocratic politicians think thia new 
immittee should be permitted to select 
to material. But instead of that the 
d committee has endeavored to eier- 
ae an influence long after its days o f ; 
rvice has expired, and has saddled on 
a successors a county delegation and ' 
aa outlined tbe campaign.
